Tlio 
lailrt Hy line from coa.sl to mines p.is-iooi 
tlir,Migli n growth of large timber, chief- 
ly Doiiglaslir, cellar, with bi;i eaini theiou 
tall and stately white pine. leaoliing with 
graceful linca over l.'iO feet toward the 
blue sky above. Tho undergrowth is 
dense, the home of wild game, and wliiln 
the cars dashed along occasionally i\ 
ruMed or wilow grouHe would walk 
ipiickly from where il had been feeding 
in the open to tho sbultur ol tlio bushes.
